THE FATEFUL NIGHT 


On the evening of May 4 about 3 000 people 


assembled. The managers placet tho wagon 
on which tho speakers were to etand a U~tle 
way up Desplalnes street from tho Hay- 
market by the month of a convenient oltey, 
and at a point where they could havo a full 
view of the police aa the latter advanced 
from thoirtDesplaines Street station. Mayor 
Carter Harrison was in the crowd and lex- 
pressed some surprise at the mildness of the 
first speakers, Spies and Parsons. Tbe crowd 
was disappointed, too, and was last molting 
away, when Fioldon took his stand in the 
wagon. His most intimate English friends 
could not havo recognized the mild Metho- 
dist eihorter and laborer of othe r days. His 
frenzied declamation excited what^rcmataed 
of the crowd, and their applause reacted on 
him
